cies of this group were markedly fascist and totalitarian, anti-Communiot. For 
some time they were tied to the OZOH a "oanacya” group, (the colonels). Thoir 
activity was concentrated mainly in academic and city circles. During the occu- 
pation the Falanga created its orn organization "Kanfedoracya Harodu' 1 (Nations 
Confederation). Numerically weak, it had its own paramilitary units. During 
the unification of the resistance groups this organisation became part of tho 
AK« Their anti— Communist character could be aoen when th«y sent some units be- 
yond the Bug to fight the Soviet partisans operating thoro. This move was moat 
unhandjr r and a great head-ache for the j&K and the delegates of the Government. „

dispersed because of the arrest of the leaders, Piasecki included, by the NKVD 
and DB.

This article indicates that the group has no influence in the countxy and there 
is no future for it, because they cannot do away with the community and the 
popularity of the Church. The only advantage is that they are able to pay a 
few people ns publishers* The falsification of reality is easier t at every 
opportunity the spokesmen of the regime abroad can bring up the fact that this 
group exists and Is a proof uf toleranoe and democracy* 

There is a similar group in France with Father Glasborg* (This priest, who is 
a Jewish convert, is with the Intergovernmental Hefugee Committee in Paris). 
These French Catholics who are trying to find a common denominator with their 
own Communists have organized two expeditions to Poland, where the Government 
and the "Dais i Jutro" group received them in grand style. The articles pub- 
lished by Glaobergfe group about Poland are a proof of how a false picture can 
be painted* 

The OB (Secret Police) aliened Piasecki to bring three deputies into the Polish 
Parliament - this has made him dream of his own, and powerful party* But tho 
Catholic party mas the "partya Frapy" (the labour party) with eot-HLniater Popiel.
